“I shall stand firmly for the preservation of our democracy mid of 
representative constitutional government against all attacks from what­ 
ever quarter.” 
In the interest of the public welfare, I ask you to elect and re-elect 
Culbert L Olson and Harry R. Sheppard.

Jam es Pope, 
one of the strongest New Dealers lost out to a luke 
warm Democrat In the Virginia primaries, more or 
le u anti-New Deal Democrats won nomination. On 
the other hand, strong New Deal candidates swept 
the slate in W est Virginia and Sen. Robert J. Bulk- 
ley wag an easy winner in Ohio. 
Generally regarded as most important was the 
bitter Kentucky primary, where Senate Majority 
Leader Barkley wa* given an extremely warm en­ 
dorsement by the President, which is generally re ­ 
garded as having turned the tide in his favor. 
Summing up, the primaries indicate that the New 
Deal Is managing to hold its territory, but by nar­ 
rowing margins in many instances. And the eo-called 
Administration “purge” is not proving as success­ 
ful aa some anticipated. There are many more pri­ 
maries to be heard from within the next few weeks, 
including our own California, and a better picture 
may be drawn later. • 


RELATIONS COMPLEX 


The relation between states are, like everything 
else, becoming more complex. But as new techniques 
develop, Borne of these new relationships may fu r­ 
nish a key to the perennial puzzle of the fields re­ 
served for federal and state government*. 
For Instance, this fall a meeting is to be held in 
•Cincinnati of representatives of nine states.

nine states believe they face a problem which con­ 
cerns themselves, but not necessarily any of the 
other states, or the federal government.

Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee and West Virginia believe it chiefly con­ 
cerns themselves. Therefore, through mutual action, 
they will try to arrive a t a plan where each state 
will control pollution within its own territory. 
New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania and Dela­ 
ware recently came to such an agreement on pollu­ 
tion of the Delaware river.

Why has the educational system twisted and dis 
torted the pleasant pursuit of knowledge into 
mechanical, measured, uniform and passive cram ­ 
ming of information? Why do we place more im ­ 
portance on knowledge than on thought? How do 
we come to call a college graduate an educated man 
simply because he has made up the necessary units

psychology, 
medieval 
history, 
logic and ‘religion’? Whv are there school marks 
and diplomas, and how did it come about that the 
mark and the diploma have, in the student’s mind, 
come to take the place of the true aim of education? 
“The reason is simple. 
We have this system be­ 
cause we are educating people In masses, as if in a 
factory, and anything which happens inside a factory 
m ust go by a dead and mechanical system. 
In 
order to protect its name and standardize its pro­ 
ducts, a school m ust certify them with diplomas. 
With diploma*, then, conies the necessity of grad­ 
ing, and with the necessity of grading come school 
marks, and in order to have school marks, there 
m ust be recitations, examinations, and tests. The 
whole thing forms an entirely logical sequence and 
there is no escape from it. But the consequences 
of having mechanical examinations and tests are 
more fatal than we imagine. 
For It immediately 
throws the emphasis on memorization of facts rather 
than on the development of taste or Judgm ent”

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A Farm Plan Across the Sea

LONDON, England—Aa soon as the 
American visitor in England begins 
to read the English newspapers he 
learns that the English lave an agri­ 
cultural prob­ 
lem, and be im­ 
mediately feels 
at borne. The 
only difference 
is that the En­ 
glish problem Is 
stated as the 
exact reverse of 
our own In the 
United States, 
we are troubled 
by production 
and the major 
contribution of 
our agricultural 
statesm en has 
been the inge­ 
nious ways de­ 
vised to reduce output while paying 
the farmers more for producing lea* 
In England the complaint ta that pro­ 
duction ta declining, and support ta 
being drummed up for some policy 
that will stimulate a larger total crop 
The pro-farm group of politicians 
are playing up the Importance of agri­ 
cultural capacity for defense pur­ 
poses. It ta true that if the land ware 
to be absolutely neglected, a sudden, 
natural increase of production could 
not be obtained In case of a blockade 
But England's defense rests also en 
munitions, for supplying which the 
sea lanes must be kept open. If this ii 
done, food aa well as munition mate­ 
rials can be Imported. 
Beyond doubt the country can pro­ 
duce more foodstuffs than at present. 
The real issue is the price that it la 
proper to pay for tho Increase. The 
preferred plan to induoe tbs desired 
result la a higher tariff. The political 
friends of the english farmer would 
keep out the bacon from Denmark. 
the wheat from America, and the beef 
from Argentine un '• rising price* 
would call forth greater home pro­ 
duction of these articles. 
No one seems to have considered 


the effects of such a policy on tho • 
standard of living of all other British 
citizens. In fact an agricultural tariff . 
would enforce a serious burden upon ( ■ 
the entire industrial and urban pop- 
I 
ulation. 
if we put together the English and 
the American situations, th* two pol­ 
icies of agricultural aid are equally 
stupid. But if we seek a solution for 
both nations the answer is obvious. 
The American farmer needs a larger 
market, while England needs more 
foodstuffs. If our farmers had freer 
access to 40,000.000 more consumers, 
th* need for AAA, for processing 
taxes, and for governmental regimen­ 
tation of agriculture would disappear. 
Of course. England could pay for 
her purchases of our farm product* 
only by sending us some of her own 
goods in exchange. This would do us 
, 
no harm in th* end. A strong revival 
f 
of our agriculture would absorb some 
of the unemployed. It would also cre­ 
ate a greater demand for our own 
manufacturers, sod there is no eJaer 
evidence to prove that the volume of 
domestic manufacturing would be sd- f 
versely affected by accepting English 
goods in payment for our surplus 
term products. Indeed, there is more 
reason for thinking that this elimina­ 
tion of th* taxes which business now 
pays to support both agriculture and 
the unemployed, would leave Ameri­ 
can manufacturing in a better posi­ 
tion than it now enjoys In its fully 
protected horns market 
Under the circumstances, the Initi­ 
ative towards a solution of tbU Joint 
problem could be taken by either |r 
country. It would be good bushi em 
and good political strategy tor us lo 
make th* first move. Continued Inac­ 
tion will only stimulate greater effort 
to make the Empire self-sustaining. 
Once thia has occurred, tho chanco of 
th# American termors at thia largo 
and strong English market will be lost 
completely. Already our mistakes 
have cost the farmer and th# taxpay­ 
er heavily, but it may not bo tao Jato 
to regain this lost ground.
